Kentucky wins

EAST RUTHERFORD. N.J. — 
Kentucky has its first national cham- 
pionship in 18 years. the one it was 
supposed to win all season. 

The Wildcats got it with a 76-67 
victory over Syracuse on Monday 


night. a loss that earned the 
Orangemen the respect few gave them 
going in. 


The sixth national title in school his- 
tory. second only to UCLA's 11. 
came through the scoring of senior 
Tony Delk and freshman Ron Mercer. 
And. of course. the famed pressure 
defense and the ability to use college 
basketball's deepest roster. 

Syracuse. a 14-point underdog. has 
the most NCAA tournament victories 
without a title. A 36th NCAA win 
would have meant a first national 
championship. Now, this Syracuse 
team joins the one-point losers to 
Indiana in the 1987 championship 
game in sustaining the most bitter 
defeats in school history. 

Delk finished with 24 points and 
tied the championship game record 


with seven 3-pointers. The Wildcats 
finished with 12 from beyond the arc. 
something critical in cracking 
Syracuse’s 2-3 zone. Kentucky tied 
the championship game record for 3- 
pointers by a team. 

Mercer came up with a career-high 
20 points. all but six of the points the 
deep Kentucky bench provided. More 
importantly. the extra bodies enabled 
the Wildcats to keep up the defensive 
pressure: Syracuse finished with 24 
turnovers. 19 more than it had in the 
semifinal win over Mississippi State. 

John Wallace. the senior who 
returned to school rather than enter 
the NBA last year. finished with 29 _ 
points and 10 rebounds. But he left 
the game in tears when he fouled out 
with 1:06 to play and Kentucky lead- 
ing 72-67. 

The blowout that most people 
expected looked like a distinct possi- 
bility when Delk’s four-point play 
with 11:12 left gave the Wildcats a 
59-46 lead. their largest of the game. 

But the Orangemen came up with a 
12-3 run to keep the game close and 
give Syracuse fans a reason to cheer. 


Entrance to bookstore 
from Cougareat to close

One of the most heavily trafficked entrances to the BYU Bookstore will 
close sometime between May 20 and June | because of Wilkinson Center 
construction.

Customers will still have access to the bookstore, and all three floors of 
the store will remain open, he said.

While Democrats battle with Senate 
Majority Leader Bob Dole to force a 
vote on increasing the minimum 
wage, Utah politicians have expressed 
mixed feelings on the outcome. 

Many Washington Democrats favor 
an increase in the 
minimum wage, out- 
lining a proposal 
that would boost it 
from the current 
$4.25 an hour to 
$5.15 an hour in two 
equal 45-cent steps 
over the next two 
years. 

Many Utah legisla- 
tors agree that an 


efit the state, but 
they are unsure just 
how high the rate 
should go and how 
quickly it should be implemented. 

“T think it’s a start in the right direc- 
tion, and I think we need to go in 
small increments in order to get it 
through Congress; if we try to go too 
fast too soon, we may get nothing,” 
said Brent H. Goodfellow, D-Utah. 
“But I think if we go in small incre- 
ments for a period of time, and maybe 
a couple of increments in a year or 
two, I think we are headed in the right 
direction.” 

Goodfellow said the increase to 
$5.15 was a good beginning, but ulti- 
mately it should be higher. 

A. Lamont Tyler, R-Utah, said, “I 
think by and large that running the 
minimum wage up too much tends to 
decrease the number of opportunities 
for people at the low end of the pay 
scale to be employed.

“You have a very hard time hiring 
people with the amount now, so I 
think raising it isn’t going to make 
that much of a difference. You don’t 
hire anyone at minimum wage any- 
more and so you might as well raise it 
up to where we are hiring people,” 
said Afton Bradshaw, R-Utah. 

“(Enid) Waldholtz has long opposed 
increasing mini- 
mum wage. She, 
like many others 
in this country 
and most econo- 
mists believe 
that increasing 
the minimum 
wage is a job 
killer,” said 
Michael Levy, 
senior legislative 
aid to Waldholtz. 

“You will force 
businesses to pay 
employees more 
and will be 
forced to cut back on the number of 
employees they have. Small business- 
es can’t afford that, small. businesses 
are the job creating engines in this 
economy, and have been. for decades. 
Put that kind of burden on them and it 
changes their ability to hire and you 
are going to have a higher rate of 
unemployment. The choice comes 
down to having a job or not having a 
job,” Levy said. 

An increase in federal minimum 
wage would not likely affect the BYU 
minimum of $5.40 an hour, according 
to Blair Condie, acting assistant 
administrative vice president of 
Human Resource Services at BYU. 

“Ours (minimum wage) is not 
directly connected to that ... anything 
we do above and beyond that is our 
prerogative,” Condie said. 
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Cowboys star indicted for drug possession 


DALLAS — All-Pro wide receiver Michael Irvin was indicted on two counts 
of drug possession Monday, less than a month after the Dallas Cowboys’ star 
was found with three others in a motel room littered with cocaine and marijua- 
na. 

The attorney general’s office confirmed the two-count indictment against 
Irvin. Also indicted were two female companions, but it was not clear whether 
Irvin’s former teammate, Alfredo Roberts was indicted. 

Irvin, the Cowboys all-time leading receiver, Roberts and two topless dancers 
were found in an Irving motel room on March 4 with two ounces of cocaine, 
three ounces of marijuana and drug paraphernalia, police said. 

Police said one of the women, Angela Renee Beck, 22, claimed she was the 
owner of the drugs in the room, which police estimated to be worth $6,000. 

The indictment charges Irvin, Beck and Jasmine J. Nabwangu, 21, with pos- 
session of marijuana, a misdemeanor. Irvin and Beck are charged with felony 
possession of cocaine. 

Irving police said they found the drugs in the motel room after responding to 
a complaint about a party involving possible prostitution and drug use. 


Key Whitewater witness admits to scheme 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark. — The prosecution’s chief witness testified Monday 
that he and two Whitewater defendants devised a scheme to use his investment 
company to enrich themselves and also benefit “some members of the political 
family” in Arkansas. 

David Hale was a small-time investment banker who claims President 
Clinton pressured him to make an illegal $300,000 loan to his Whitewater busi- 
ness partners. Clinton has denied the claim, calling it a “bunch of bull.” 

Haie’s allegations are central to the Whitewater trial. Goy. Jim Guy Tucker 
and James and Susan McDougal — Clinton’s former Whitewater partners — 
are charged with fraud and conspiracy in a 21-count indictment. 

Hale testified that he, Tucker and McDougal hatched the scheme in October 
1985 to use proceeds from a bogus $825,000 land deal to infuse $500,000 into 
Hale’s small business investment company. The money would increase Hale’s 
lending limit, enabling the firm to make loans for McDougal and Tucker. 


Umpire dies after collapsing at ballgame 


CINCINNATI — Umpire John McSherry, who planned to see doctors the 
next day about an irregular heart beat, collapsed on the field seven pitches into 
Cincinnati’s opener Monday and died at a hospital about an hour later. 

The devastated Reds and Montreal Expos postponed the game about an hour 
after McSherry collapsed. It will be replayed in its entirety Tuesday. 

University Hospital said McSherry died of “sudden cardiac death,” a condi- 
tion in which the heart beats out of control. 

McSherry, 51, was listed at 328 pounds and had a history of medical prob- 
lems. He had told the other umpires that he was going to be treated Tuesday for 

arrhythmia, or abnormal heart beat. 

McSherry, the crew chief and home plate umpire, turned away two minutes 
into the top of the first inning and headed for the tunnel behind the plate that 
leads to the umpires’ dressing room. He fell face-first when he reached the 
warning track. 


Rally of Freemen supporters draws only 8 


LEWISTOWN, Mont. —- A rally called to show support for the Montana 
Freemen drew eight people Monday instead of the hundreds predicted by orga- 
nizers, who insisted their ranks would grow as the week. progressed. 

The Freemen supporters, outnumbered 4 to | by reporters and TV camera 
crews, held court at a paint-chipped picnic table in a snow-covered camp- 
ground west of town. 

The rally was held about 120 miles west of the remote Garfield County farm 
where the militants.are holed up and surrounded by more than 100 FBI agents. 

Organizer Ed LeStage predicted attendance would increase as supporters 
around the country see news of the encampment. 

“The word is going out,” said LeStage, a spokesman for the Freemen Pairiots 
of the Northwest, based in Kamiah, Idaho, but unaffiliated with the Montana 
Freemen. “We’ll be staying until the FBI leaves Jordan. We’re in the early 
stage of a long rally,” he said. 

The Freemen, who have named their 960-acre compound “Justus Township,” 
deny the legitimacy of the government and have set up their own laws and their 
own courts.

$100 bills get 
face lift to curb 
counterfeiting

Benjamin Franklin is now bigger 
and better than ever. 

Last week, banks across the nation 
began circulating a redesigned $100 
bill with brighter ink, rounder num- 
bers and a larger, more detailed por- 
trait of Benjamin Franklin. 

The $100 bill was redesigned to 
deter counterfeiters, and it introduces 
the first major change in the U.S.’s 
paper currency since 1929. 

“The changes are rather dramatic,” 
said Steve Bobbit, spokesman for the 
American Numismatic Association. 
“When people first see the bill, they 
may think it’s not genuine.” 

“When I first saw the bill I totally 
thought it was fake, it’s just.so differ- 
ent,” said Jake Forsyth, a University 
of Utah student, majoring in political 
science. 

The make-over is designed to deter 
high-tech counterfeiters, who can use 
sophisticated color copiers and laser 
printers to produce convincing repli- 
cas. 

The National Academy of Sciences 
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evaluated currencies from around the 
world and recommended numerous 
security features. 

Representatives from the U.S. 
Department of the Treasury, the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing, the 
Federal Reserve and the Secret 
Service looked at more than 120 secu- 
rity features, including holograms and 
color patterns. ; 

The government won’t disclose all 
the security devices packed into the 
final product, but says it includes as 
many as were practical. 

“The water-mark on the right side of 
the bill ... makes this a much safer 
bill.” said Randy Hoyt, executive vice 
president of Western Community 
Bank. 

“T think the change in the $100 bill 
will be effective in deterring counter- 
feiters, however, since most BYU stu- 
dents don’t ever see $100 bills, they 
probably won’t notice the change,” 
said Jeff Walker, a senior from Nyssa, 
Ore., majoring in history. 


Kevorkian wears costume 
to 3rd trial to protest law

PONTIAC, Mich. — Dr. Jack 
Kevorkian mockingly wore a colo- 
nial-style costume to court Monday 
for his third trial on assisted-suicide 
charges —— a case that may be prose- 
cutors’ best chance, yet of winning a 
conviction. 

“If Thomas Jefferson justifies and 
endorses and advocates suicide for 
cancer, why am I in this courtroom?” 
Kevorkian shouted in a white wig, 
knee britches, a vest and buckle 
shoes. 

For this trial, held under Michigan 
common law, Judge David Breck 
ruled that prosecutors must prove 
only that Kevorkian knew two women 
sought to commit suicide and that he 
gave them the means. 

Kevorkian has twice escaped con- 
viction under Michigan’s now-expired 
assisted suicide law, enacted by the 
Legislature specifically to stop him. 
The law exempted anyone whose 
intent was to relieve pain rather than 
kill. 

‘Kevorkian was acquitted three 
weeks ago on charges stemming from 
two 1993 deaths. 

And in 1994, he was found innocent 
in another death.

Inequality is focus of banquet 


Students raise funds 
for project in Mexico

A revolt broke out at the Smith 
Family Living Center Friday night — 
a revolt triggered by a bowl of fruit 
and a blueberry bagel. 

It was all in the name of learning 
and fund raising, an outgrowth of the 
fifth annual Hunger Banquet, spon- 
sored by Students for International 
Development to raise money for a 
community lending project in 
Mexico. 

For $5, students were greeted at the 
door by a host in colorful robes, and 
given a new name and a biography of 
the country they were from: “Your 
name is Jayen. You are from 
Mauritius and you make $112 a 
month working in a sugar mill.” 

From there, students were seated 
either at a table dressed in silverware 
and crystal glasses, or at a thin blan- 


their First, Second or Third World sta- 
tus, a status determined by their coun- 
try’s relative gross national product 
and technological development. 

First World guests ate chicken, fish, 
lasagna, fruit and cake, while Third 
World guests shared paper plates of 
beans and rice. 

“More than half the world’s popula- 
tion lives in abject poverty,” said 
keynote. speaker, Dr. Lynn Curtis of 
Laubach Literacy International, a 
nonprofit organization that funds liter- 
acy programs around the world. 

“Children don’t have access to food, 
medical care or education. [n Angola 
alone, there are 641,000 malnourished 
children under the age of five. This is 
the great injustice of the world, and it 
is man-made.” 

For some at the banquet, the thought 
of starving children drove them to 
extreme measures. Soon after being 
served, hungry Third World members 
began to concoct ways to smuggle or 
beg food from their privileged neigh- 
bors. 

“T went over and showed them (the 
First World) what we got for all five 
people, and they didn’t believe me,” 
said Jenny Chamberlain, a sociology 
major, while holding down a willing 
First-World “hostage.” 

After being told they couid try any- 
thing to obtain food, other Third- 
World groups made economic trans- 
actions, pretended to be military lead- 
ers, or simply rushed First-World 
tables, grabbing fruit bowls and cake, 
and running — seemingly without 
recourse. 

“What are they going to do to make 
it worse,” said Heather Lawrence- 
Westicott, an English major who 
sbrought her one-year-old daughter to 
the dinner, and tried every means 
available to secure food for her. 

“it’s like when you see women beg- 
ging on the streets with their babies, 
and you think they’re not really in 
need, they’re just using their baby. 
That’s not always true. In this case, 
my baby really was hungry.” 

More than just giving students a 
small sampling of the emotions of 
inequality, funds raised from the 
Hunger Banquet may begin to file 
away at real-life inequality. 

Economic leverage is an important 
step, said Geoff Davis, a senior from 


Davis, Calif., in international relations 
who spearheaded the banking project 
in Guanajuato, Mexico, where the 
funds from the Hunger Banquet go. 

Because much of the world’s poor 
— particularly women — lack a 
source of credit or collateral to take 
out loans and start small businesses, 
they cannot begin to pull themselves 
out of poverty. 

“One woman wants a sewing 
machine to make clothes and sell 
them at the market,” Davis said.

Glen Canyon experiment 
progressive, benefits U.S. 


“Whoosh!” was the: sound of the releasing of Glen Canyon Dam on March 26. 
Bruce Babbitt, ‘U.S. Interior Secretary, did the honors of pulling a lever and push- \ 
ing a button that released thé Colorado River to flow at its natural pace through the 
Grand Canyon. 

We admire the government’s and scientists’ attempt to rejuvenate the ecosystem 
along the banks.of the river by redistributing sediment resources in the Grand 
Canyon corridor. The area has changed since the river was dammed beginning in 
1960. It took 17 years, beginning in 1966, for Lake Powell to be created, which is 
now the second largest man-made reservoir in the U.S. Because of the need for 
water and electricity-in the surrounding states, the ‘Glen Canyon Dam, Lake 
Powell, and the Colorado River provide invaluable resources for the area. The elec- 
tric plant in the dam generates more than 1.3 million kilowatts of electricity, which 
is transmitted to distant markets. 

The dam has decreased the amount of water flowing down the canyon, which has 
reduced the size of beaches along the river. Scientists will let the river flow more 
freely through April, May and most of June to see if the release rejuvenates the 
beaches and the wildlife that thrive there, disrupts the life cycles of non-native fish- 
es, reduces near-shore vegetation, and provides water to old high water zone vege- 
tation. If the release does rebuild such habitats, Congress will OK the use of the 
technique at Glen Canyon and other dams every couple of years to reverse the 
water shortage. that this and.other dams have created. 

Hundreds of scientists last week put red dye in thetriver to clock the pace and dis- 
tance that the water traveled. They also began other studies, such as measuring the 
amount of-sediment that builds up along the sides of the river compared to amount 
that built up before the dam. The studies will help them to see if releasing the water

Secretary Babbitt said in an interview that the scientists wouldn’t be able to bring 
back Major Powell, which is now known as Lake Powell and is much smaller than 
it was before it was needed as a significant resource of water for residents nearby. 

Babbitt also said that scientists would not be able to. determine much of the 
results of the test-flow until after a couple of months and even years. 

Secretary “Babbitt is-a former governor of Arizona who is recognized as a signifi- 
cant influence in government, and was influential in allowing this experiment to 
come forth..We-also want to. thank other lobbyers who emphasized to those at the 
top the importancé.of preserving the natural habitat. 

We are excited at this attempt and interest of scientists and the government which 
will make the West more beautiful. Perhaps the release of water will maintain for 
our descendants the beauty that residents and their ancestors have marveled over 


for centuries.

‘who is terminally ill and say, “This 
person needs help,” Bunting said. 
“Everybody has sympathy. 

“The question is, in a free society do 
you allow someone without any con- 
straints to act, as the American 
Medical Association has called, “a 
reckless agent of death?’ That’s what 
we have in Dr. Kevorkian.”

Female pastor faces challenges in Provo

if you’ve ever wondered how it 
would feel to be a woman pastor of a 
Protestant Church in Provo, ask the 
Rev. Susan Jackson. 

“Rev. Jackson made history three 
years ago when she became the first 
ever woman pastor of downtown 
Provo’s 105-year-old Community 
Congregational Church (United 
Church of Christ). Jackson said her 
task to shepherd her 170-member 
flock in a town that is nearly 90 per- 
eent members of The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints is not an 
easy one. 
*“Generally speaking, our people are 
not well-respected by the communi- 
ty,’ Jackson said. 

Jackson, 58, has been a Utah resi- 
dent for less than four years. 

She originally came from 
Connecticut in 1983 with her husband 
= a pastor himself — after receiving 
her master’s degree from Yale 
Divinity School. After two years in 
California and seven in Oregon, the 
preaching pair settled in Utah in 
March 1993. 

Involvement. with a Protestant 
‘Church in LDS-dominated Provo is a 
unique opportunity, according to 
‘Jackson. 

“She said she is careful about what 
she says about the LDS Church 

‘because every member of, her congre- 
*satgor has relatives who are LDS. 

“I never say anything bad (about the 
LDS Church) here but I listen to the 
pain,” she said. 

«The pain Jackson refers to deals 
‘with her members’ difficulty with liv- 


ing comfortably as Protestants within, 


“the Mormon culture.” 
«We are a part of the Mormon cul- 


‘ture. Just to live here you're a part of 


it.’ she said. 

Jackson said she recognizes she 
must build upon her faith’s common 
ground with the LDS Church instead 
of fighting against it. 

“When I find Mormon people ! try 
“to celebrate what we have in com- 
mon,” she said. 

«The hardest part of being Protestant 
“fh a town populated so densely by 
LDS people is dealing with her chil- 
dren ages 8 to 12, Jackson said, 


because that is when the subject of 


religion first surfaces among friends. 
~ When 7- and 8-year-old LDS chil- 
dren start talking about being bap- 


tized, they soon realize which of their

friends are not of the same faith, she 
said. ; 
“They go home and tell their par- 
ents, and then they can’t play with 
them anymore,” Jackson said. “It hap- 
pens all the time.” 

In response to this recurring prob- 
lem for non-LDS children in Provo,

Jackson started a program called 


' “Discover for Youth” — a group of 8- 


to 12-year-olds that meets with 
Jackson once a week “to talk about 
their pain.” She also sends kids from 
her congregation to a religious sum- 
mer camp in Colorado. 

“They learn that the whole world is 
not like Utah, and they feel better,” 
she said. 

Despite her doctrinal differences 
with the LDS.Church, including “the 
dominance of men in the culture,” 
Jackson has many positive things to 
say about the faith that claims the 
majority of Provo citizens. 

“T think Mormon people are won- 
derful,” Jackson said. “I’ve never 
known a people who have such 
dependability, dedication and are so 
clean-cut. I know that if I had some 
tragedy, my neighbors would be there 
with that tuna fish casserole or Jell- 
0” 

However, Jackson does have .a sug- 
gestion for LDS members in Provo: 
“Mormons do not have a sense of 
humor. We all take it so seriously 
here.” 

She said she appreciates LDS mem-
